Mr Gorman ironically congratulated 
the post office department that it had a 
republican senator for defender, and 
he suggested with biting sarcasm, that 
many acts of the administration could 
best be defended by some republicans. 
He condemned Postmaster General 
Wilson for going about the 
country delivering lectures on tho tariff 
and on gold and silver instead of at- 
tending to the duties of his office, anil 
quoted tho homely proverb that when 
a man is found proclaiming his own 
virtue and honesty, there is a rascal 
near at hand. 

Mr. Allen was even less reserved in 
the expression of his views. The great- 
est mugwump in the country, he said, 
was installed in the white house, al- 
though he thought it was difficult
